'Be it enacted by the GeneraZ A88embly 0/ the State o/Iowa: 

SEcTION 1. Desecration of :flag - evidence - trade emblems. 
1 That section five thousand twenty-eight-a (5028-8) 5028-81 of the 
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2 supplement to the code, 1918, be and the same is hereby repealed and 
8 the following enacted in lieu thereof: 
4 Any person who in any manner, for exhibition or display, shall

8 any flag, ensign, great seal or other insignia of this state, or shall
